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In October, 1933, I joined Ira Coffey's band on the Tibetts Walkathon and 
I remained with him until January 14, 1934. Joe Thomas was playing trumpet 
(Edgar Battle replaced him), Harry Dial (dr), Norman Mason (as", cl), Ira 
Coffey (p); Edmund Duff from Chicago (ts). Coffey sent for Joe Thomas to 
come and join us from Milwaukee, Wis. We were playing at the Air Port in 
Camden, N.J, Red Skelton was the chief Master of Ceremonies on the Walkathon 
Show, he was only twenty years old at the time, but already very great I 
thought that he would get to the top later. They had four other Master' of 
Ceremonies on the show, but Red Skelton was in a class of his own. Everybody 
was crazy about him. When the show closed in Camden, they went to Atlanta, G-a. 
I left the band and came back to NYC where I joined Vernon Andrade at the 
Renaissance Casino. Joe Thomas went with Fletcher Henderson's band (taking 
Bobby Stark's place). Harry Dial ^.eft for some steady job. Luis Russell 
wanted me to join his band, he intended to have three trombones, at that time 
he had James Archey and George Washington playing with him. 

I started to play with Vernon Andrade at the Renaissance Casino, located 

at 138th Street & 7th Avenue. That was the best job in Harlem in those days. 
Andrade had already tried out four different trombone players before I came 
into the band, i never thought that he would hire me> but" Don Christian, Jimmy 
Parker the drummer, and Pete Briggs the baas player, talked me into playing 
an audition at the Renaissance with the Andrade Orchestra, After I had played 
for about two hours with the band, they took an intermission and Mr. Andrade 
Grilled me to one side and asked if I would like to play in his band. I told 
him that I accepted, it was on a Sunday evening, on, I think, January 23rd,, 
1934. He told me that one of the important reasons why he had hired me was 
because I was very neatly dressed. Back in those days, a New York City music- 
ian had to look sharp and be clean-cut from his head to his feet.- Some of the 
agents wouldn't hire a band to go on their jobs unless all of the musicians 
were well dressed with clean and pressed tuxedos. King Oliver, Marion Hardy, 
Vernon Andrade, Luis Russell, Claude Hopkins and Don Redman demanded their 
members to look neat on and off the band stands. Fletcher Henderson, Jimmy 
Lunceford, Duke Ellington and all of the bands playing good jobs were paying 
good money and they wanted their musicians to have class, be able to play good 
with a good tone and be able to read music almost on sight and to play a good 
straight solo. It was really rough in those days, many musicians never made- 
the grade and returned home with broken hearts. I thought that some of them 
were good musicians only they didn't look the part and that was aginst them. 
There was much prejudice at the time. (Author's, note - A clipping of the 
Baltimore Afro- American, June 6, 1936 -thanks again to Walter - gives the 
complete personnel of Vernon Andrade ' s Orchestra at the Renaissance in ETC: 
Don Christian, Chico Carrion, Allen Brown (tp), Clyde E. Bernhardt (tb); Claude 
Greene, Joseph Thomas, Ken Hollon (regularly with Teddy Hill but subbing for 
Cecil Scott now), Wington Thomas (sax); Egbert Victor (p); Vernon Andrade 
(g,vln); Peter Briggs (str.b); Jimmy Parker (dr) . ) 

From February 24th 1937 until June, 1942, I played with the Edgar Hayes' 
Orchestra. We toured Europe in 1938, the band went over real good, we had 
standing ovations in Sweden, Norway, Denmark, Finland, Holland and Belgium. 
Some of the fellows in the band, though, wanted more money, I didn't get 
involved in it, because I was very glad that we were going over so well. We 
were paid what we were promised to be paid before we left the USA, all I was 
interested in getting was what I had been promised. There were five trouble- 
makers in the band, they started complaining when they saw how good the band 
was going over in Sweden. They started to put pressure on Edgar Hayes to leave 
the Harold F.Oxley and Jimmy Lunceford Booking Office, That was the biggest 
mistake that Edgar Hayes made, listening to nobody but those agitators. Oxley 
had signed 6ur band for a one year contract with Decca Recording Company and 
he had many more jobs booked for us to play in Europe and America and more 
record dates. Anyway, Hayes went with another booking office, half of the band 
left and joined other orchestras. I received offers, but I stayed with Jidgar 
tiayes because x enjoyed playing those nard" arrangements. Harold' Oxley was the 
man responsible for getting my song "Without You" on that record session of 
February 17th 1938. He asked me if I had any other songs of that' type, that I 
wanted to be recorded, at the time i didn't have any. I was really sorry when 
Hayes left the Oxley office because he would have been a much bigger leader 
now if he had stayed.

**THE BEBCHAM CELEBRATION _ PART THREE** 
cont'd from RR 173/4 
Boecham was celebrated for his performances of Haydn and 
Mozart symphonies, but he was far from being a musical purist and 
certain critics remonstrated with him for touching up the works 
and ignoring 18th Century performance practice. Beecham had little 
tolerance for critics aqywsy. He uaod to remarfc that a music critic 
was a man who could read, but couldn't hear, mioic. When he made 
hia la«t recording of the Handel Messiah for RCA, BaocbMn asked Sir 
Eugene Ooossena to re orchestrate the music, and the result is that 
the tfeeslah sounds like the work of a nineteenth- contury composer. 
It Is far from an * authentic" perf crmanco . Beecham absolutely re- 
fused to employ the harpsichord at all, in the Msasiah or anywhere 
else. He claimed that the scrund of a harpsichord reminded him of a 
pair of skeletons copulating on a corrigated tin roof, 

I prefer the pre-war performances of Eeecbam'o recording of the 
Haydn end Mozart eymphoniaB. The last si* Koaart symphonies with the 
RP0 -are available in a three -re cord Odyssey set. Symphonies Hos, 36 
and kl are available separately. Since 1 have the RP0 Mozarta on the 
earlier Columbia manifestations J have not heard the Odyssey set, but 
I would eipect the sound to be at least soowwhat better on Odyssey. 
There is, however, a five -re cord set on Turnabout containing not only 
the last six Mozart symphonies, cut also three earlier symphonies and 
a brace of overtures, and these are all done *fith the pre-war LPO. I 
regard the Turnabout as the better choice. The only domestic Haydn 
symphonies available are Nos. 93 and 9^ coupled on an Odyssey, again 
with the RPO. Beecham made a later set of Haydns that were released 
on Capitol years ago. The set containing symphonies 93-9B were in 
stereos numbers 99-10^ **** in fake stereo. Both sets are long gone. 
Sone of the post-war Haydns equal the pre-war LPOa , which are not in 
print in the U. S, I fltill retain my ?8 set of the Symphony Ho. 99 
with the IPO, one of Baecham'a finest performances. That one, and 
some others, havfr been released in one of the British commemorative 
sets. 

Frank Kelly, an admirer of Dellus, wrote mo some time ago be- 
moaning the fact that there are no living conductors willing to go to 
bat for DeHus any more* Fortunately, that isn't quite the ease; Sir 
Charles Groves has made sceae excellent recordings of Dellus, but 
several of those are now out of print, Meredith Ofivles has also been 
recording Doliue. However, Beecham has always been regarded as the 
Delius man, and likely he will continue to be so regarded. The best 
of the Beecham Delius recordings now available are the two LPs on 
Odyssey. Because I bad some of the seme material on an earlier 
Columbia LP I delayed buying the Odyssey releases. When I finally 
did buy them I was delighted to find that the Odyssey releases had 
very much Improved sound, and I certainly applaud CBS for avoiding 
the temptation to ramnater the recordings in fake stereo. With the 
old Columbia I had to fiddle with a treble and mid -range boost and 
filter out a lou-range rumble. The Odysssys can be played flat* Two 
of my favorites, "Eventyr" and * North Country Sketches'' had been 
coupled on Columbia ML U6?7. but on Odyssey "Eventyr" is coupled 
with "Paris: The Song of a Great City" and the closing scene of 
"Koanga" (Ody T-332A4) . "North Country Sketches " is coupled with 
"Appalachian (Ody ¥-33233). I strongly recommend both, and since 
rumor has it that these records have not sold well, they probably 
will go out of print when the present stock is exhausted. 

Delius, though, is not everyone's cup of tea, and except for 
a few listeners the composer has never been popular in the U. S, 
I've been a Delius admirer since my late-teens, and therefore my 
recommendations should be taken in that light. I have noticed, 
however, that jazz enthusiasts seem to take to Delius.. During 
his first English tour in the early 1930s Duke Ellington found 
that British critics persisted in comparing hie music to that of 
Deliue. At the time Duke knew nothing of Delius at all. He soon 
looked into the British composer and liked what he heard, so the 
late Freddie Jenkins, who went on that tour, told me. Freddie 
liked Delius too. 

Delius 1 Brigg Fair is probably the composer's most popular 
work. Along with other short works Brigg Fair, with Beecham and 
the RPO, is on Seraphim S-60185, but I prefer his old post-war 
recording of Brigg Fair that was on RCA 78a. The Florida Suite, 
on Seraphim S-60212, I have on a British pressing. I would not 
want to be without either, but if I had to limit myself to two 
Delius LPs I would take the two Odysseys. I think Beecham him- 
self summed up Delius best: "Opinions are bound to differ and 
widely. For iDyself I cannot do other than regard him as the last 
great apostle in our time of romance, emotion and beauty in 
music." 



Sir Thomas' remark about Delius as a composer Is indicative 
of Beecham 's blind spot. He did not care at all for modem music. 
Delius was Beechara's shadow line: he, Sibelius, and Richard 
Strauss were Just about the only composers of the 20th century 
that Beecham would program, and all three of them had their roots 
firmly in the 19th Century. On the other hand, Bee chain's CBS re- 
cording of Elgar's Enigma Variations has not been reissued. It's 
probably Just as well because Beecham, unlike many of his British 
colleagues, does not seem able to penetrate the surface of Elgar's 
music, I have the impression that Beecham did not care greatly 
for Elgar's music and conducted it out of a sense of duty. 

Beethoven was another Beecham blind spot to some extent. 
Although he did rather well with the Beethoven Second and Fourth 
symphonies, Beecham came a cropper with sane of the others. A 
few years ago the Beecham Society issued a disastrous live per- 
formance of the Ninth,' and when EMI reissued his stereo Seventh 
this year the Gramophone reviewer rebuked the company for re- 
issuing what he regarded as an inferior performance. The oddest 
Beecham Beethoven recording of all is the Fourth Piano Concerto 
with Arthur Rubinstein. It is one of Rubinstein's few inferior 
performances, and for some inexplicable reason Rubinstein (pre- 
sumably) chose to use the Saint-Saens cadenza in the first move- 
ment. So far as I knew, no other pianist has recorded that 
cadenza, certainly not Rubinstein in any of his three subsequent 
recordings of the work. Rubinstein, by the way, has dozens of 
Beecham anecdotes in his repertory, but moat can't appear in a 
family paper. Beecham, it seems, did fairly well by Beethoven's 
relatively lighter works but seemed not to know how to deal with 
the heavyweights. 

Although Mozart and Haydn was Beecham 's strong suit, he could 
do well with some of the early romantics. I'm rather surprised 
that EMI (U. S. branch) has not reissued one of Beecham's best 
stereo recordings, the Schubert Third and Fifth symphonies, that 
once were on Caj&tol SG 7212, The record was reissued in Great 
Britain a few years ago and may still be in print there. It would 
seem a natural for Seraphim. A much earlier Schubert Fifth (LPO) 
has Juat been reissued In Britain, but I have not heard it, 
Deo cham was noted as a Berlios conductor. A collection of Berliox 
overtues, Te Deum, and Harold in Italy (with William Primrose) are 
on Odyssey. In fact, Beecham did very well with 19th century 
French music in general. 

Toecanini dominated his orchestras by the assertion of his 
powerful personality together with occasional tantrums. Kousaevit- 
sky dominated the Boston Symphony by terrorising the whole orches- 
tra. Beecham had hie own way of managing his men, and it wasn't 
Toecanini »s or Kouseevitzky's way. In fact, ha seldom missed op- 
portunities to make uncomplimentary remarks about both Toscanlnl 
and Koussevitzky. Baecham intimated, for instance, that he was 
not sure If Koussevitzky could read music (Koussevitzky did not 
have a perfect ear and usually tuned his orchestra high). As for 
Toecanini, when someone mentioned that most conductors had one 
composer with whom they excelled, Beecham was asked which com- 
poser he thought Toacaninl conducted best. "Sousa, perhaps, " 
Beecham replied, 

Beecham preferred to keep his orchestra loose with Jokes and 
anecdotes. Sometimes he would single eut individual members and 
throw them a barb or two. Once he stopped an orchestra, and point- 
ing to an individual violinist with his rapier-like baton, said, 
"You, sir! We don't expect you to play with us all the time. 
But, if you please, have the goodness to get in touch with us once 
in a while." To a trombonist: "Are you really blowing notes with 
that absurd piece of plumbing you've applied to your face?" w At 
Figure 19, cymbals, a grand smash of your delightful instrument to 
add to the general colter of sound, if you please," Once, Sir 
Thomas was thirty minutes late to a recording session. The orches- 
tra members were sitting around joking and gossiping, and undoubt- 
edly the recording director was wringing his hands. Tommy strode 
in, stepped up to the podium, muttered, "I hop© to God they've got 
the microphones in the right place, " and without a further pause 
gave the downbeat. 

Beecham, however, did take recording seriously. Denis Vaughan, 
hiB assistant for many years, tells of the occasion when Tormqr 
Beecham was conducting energetically for several minutes after 
the red light had gone out. He hadn't noticed its extinction. 
When he learned that what he had been doing had not been recorded* 
Beecham said, "Why didn't you tell me before? Here I was pouring 
out buckets of emotion, and nobody was there to catch ltt M
